The Fifth Ward 
continues 
to 
grow and building lots melt away, 
but nothing is done about preserv­ 
ing major sized areas for play­ 
grounds. This has been an ack­ 
nowledged 
problem 
for 
several 
years, but no action has been tak­ 
en. 
At the present time the citizens 
recreation committee is awaiting 
a final report from the National 
Recreation Association in which a 
long range plan for Warren will 
be outlined. It will emphasize the 
Fifth Ward playground inadequacy. 
But all the recommendations, 
reports, and talk will accomplish 
nothing unless the borough of War­ 
ren writes out a check for land, 
land that fast is disappearing. 
Typical of this disappearance act 
is the picture at the left. Here the 
children of the neighborhood al­ 
ways have played ball, and have

gathered for other informal and 
unsupervised games. Now a house 
is going up and another lot dis­ 
appears. 
In fact, the Ward is enlarging 
with fine homes such as the at­ 
tractive Thomas Gannoe residence, 
pictured below, springing up on 
new streets high on the hill and 
on the edge of the forests. Here 
the children have elbow room, but 
no formal fields for sports, and 
even here the fields are becoming 
building lots. 
Along the creek there is a nar­ 
row strip of land, but except for 
a portion which is within two or 
three blocks of Beaty field, it is 
not sufficiently large to serve the 
upper Fifth, and it is too close to 
the stream for the comfort of many 
mothers. It also requires crossing 
Conewango ave. by the majority 
of participants. Some will have to 
cross, but it should be the minor­ 
ity. 
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OIL AGAIN. Here is a portion of the largest field left in the center 
of the upper Fifth. But it is interlaced with oil wells, which apparent­ 
ly are being pumped and suggest the “oil rights” problem that has 
thwarted numerous recreation efforts. This area lies just south of 
Glade ave. 


ANOTHER EMPTY. This vacant area is just off Monroe, with the 
cam era looking west. It probably would mean buying several lots, 
and portions of others, in order to piece it together as a playground. 


THE BIGGEST AREA is part of the old fairground and up Quaker 
rd. But this is at the very extreme edge of the Fifth and might not 
meet present needs, though certainly it should be given some con­ 
sideration for the future. 
Here sits the beautiful Watson Memorial Home, and back of it is 
a real estate project on which the promoters naturally hope there 
will be many homes. West of this, and across Conewango ave., ext., 
are many new homes which have built into a compact neighborhood 
that may be hoping for annexation soon. Its many new homes suggest

As predicted here, the tobacco 
industry is starting its counter 
campaign against the claims that 
cigarets Quite probably cause lung 
cancer. Most newspapers last week 
received an eighteen page bro­ 
chure, published by the Tobacco 
Industry Research committee, and 
you no doubt already have read 
excerpts therefrom. 
It, of course, quotes numerous 
doctors and lab technicians who 
chorus the claim that no proofi 
exists that smoking is a cause of 
cancer. Several doctors claim the 
tests on mice are not conclusive, 
since the reaction to cancer varies 
in animals. The monkey resists 
tumors. Mice have many of them. 
Throughout the debate one fact 
keeps coming up which interests 
us. This is that a large percentage 
of lung cancer patients may be1 
smokers, but there are some who 


ii:: 


are not. The fact that some are 
not certainly indicates that a per­ 
centage of those who are smokers 
may belong to the classification of 
those who are not. In short, there 
also is some other cause, or maybe 
several other causes. 
And we hope that the real value 
of this wrangle over cigarets and 
their potential part in this cause of 
cancer may be the uncovering of 
something far more basic than to­ 
bacco. Possibly it will be found in 
tobacco, but it also may be found 
in coal tar, gasoline fumes, and 
other impurities that are breathed 
in by those who reside in urban 
areas. 
Is There More Lung Cancer 
The question also is raised as 
to the actual increase of lung can­ 
cer. The science and equipment 
for revealing this type of disease 
has not been in use for many 


years. Thirty years ago very few 
such examinations were made each 
year. Today, with modern x-ray 
and other equipment, lung examin­ 
ations number into the millions. 
People also are living longer. And 
with a disease that more often 
occurs in elderly people, the inci­ 
dence naturally increases as the 
span of life becomes greater. 
One doctor, whose specialty is 
the removal of lungs, believes that 
there is a parallel between the in­ 
crease of lung cancer and the num­ 
ber of cars. He claims most of 
these patients come from city areas 
where they breathe the incomplete 
combustion of gasoline and additiv­ 
es 
for 
supposed 
more 
power, 
together with tar from the roads, 
smoke from diesel engines, and 
other air pollutions. 
The cigaret 
committee’s 
bro­ 
chure says 1950 records of the De­ 
partment of Health reveal that one 
in seven deaths was from cancer, 
one in eighty was from lung can­ 
cer, and as compared with other 
forms of cancer the lung variety 
was one in twelve.

atively, actually understand atom­ 
ic science and its operations. Just 
handful, then, are in the scientific 
and production and operating end — 
dictatorship of know-how, 
we 
might call it. 
Because it is the most deadly 
weapon in the history of the world, 
it has to be a secret so that the 
other fellow, the potential enemy, 
won’t get what we 
know. 
That 
means that only a few persons in 
the political and military spheres 
can know about operations in atom­ 
ic weapons, how many, how they 
can be used, and so forth. That’s 
another dictatorship - and neces­ 
sarily. 
Smaller still is the third element 
of the dictatorship — the most im- 
lortant for all of us. That is who 
las the decision as to the weapon’ 1 
use. 
That is you, Mr. President, so 
far as wa in this eauetry ara oun­ 
ce rned, and, as for the rest of the 
people in the world, it’s the person* 
or persons who occupy the post 
comparable to yours. It’s a small 
and select circle with such power 
as men never held before. 
Their decision can’t wait on votes 
of the people, wherever people 
have votes as we do. It can’t wait 
on Congresses or Parliaments. 
So we are powerless, Mr. Presi­ 
dent. 
We therefore cannot be afraid — 
we are concerned only for you an<^ 
for those others of equal power in 
the atomic dictatorship. 
We are not afraid but we, the 
people of this country and the whole 
world, can be grimly determined 
that we will hold you and the other 
dictators of the atomic age to your 
responsibility. We recognize the 
truth of what you said the other 
night: 
“Now, this transfer of power, 
this increase of power from the 
mere musket and the little cannon 
all the way to the hydrogen bomb 
in a single lifetime is indicative of 
things that happened to us. They 
rather indicate how far the advanc­ 
es of science have outraced our 
social consciousness, 
how 
much 
more we have developed scienti­ 
fically than we are capable of 
handling emotionally and scientifi­ 
cally.” 
It is too late, however, for that to 
be an excuse. There can be no 
excuses. You and the others in the 
atomic dictatorship are up against 
the gun. You’ve got to handle it - 
or else.

WASHINGTON. - Senator John 
J. Williams of Delaware, who is a 
Republican, was a torm ent to the 
Truman Democratic Administra­ 
tion when he was digging into the 
Internal Revenue Bureau and ex­ 
posing scandals in administration 
of our tax laws. 
He may become somewhat the 
same, though pf lesser degree, to 
the Republican Administration. At 
least he is raising questions that 
are em barrassing in some Repub­ 
lican quarters about tax policies 
of the Eisenhower Administration. 
You may recall that he caused 
a stir a few weeks ago when, in 
company with Senator George D. 
Aiken (R., Vt.), he introduced an 
amendment to the tax laws to cut 
the oil depletion allowance from 
27 1-2 percent to 15 percent. This 
flat deduction, before taxes, en­ 
joyed by the oil industry has been 
among the untouchables for many 
years so far as Congress, itself, 
is concerned. Senator Williams’ in­ 
itiative is the more 
surprising 
since he is, himself, a m em ber of 
the 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee 
which drafts tax bills and which is, 
by and large, a rather conserva­ 
tive group rarely inclined to med­ 
dle with sacred cows. 
The Senator’s assault on oil’s 
privileges might 
be 
overlooked 
possibly, and even forgiven, as one 
of those lapses to which a Senator 
is entitled. Except - now he comes 
along to attack one of the most 
cherished parts of the Eisenhower 
Administration’s tax program. This 
is the proposed reduction of taxes 
on dividends by a formula designed 
to modify so-called double taxation 
of dividends. Now they are taxed 
both at the corporation and stock­ 
holder levels. 
Senator Williams would simply 
remove this tax reduction provision 
from the voluminous and compre­ 
hensive m easure revising our in­ 
ternal revenue laws. 
That bill, 
which the House passed several 
days ago, is the subject of public 
hearings beginning this week in the 
Senate Finance Committee. 
The Administration is now on the 
defensive on the dividends tax 
from within its own ranks as well 
as from the Democrats. The latter 
have singled this proviso out as 
their chief argument in denouncing 
the Administration tax bill as “ a 
rich m an’s tax bill.” In the House 
they sought unsuccessfully to elim­ 
inate this reduction and substitute, 
instead, an increase in personal 
exemptions from $600 to $700 which, 
they argued, would help the rank 
and file taxpayer. 
Senator Williams is not making 
any stump speeches about the rich 
and the poor. He merely says that 
this business tax relief is 
‘‘ill­ 
advised at this tim e.” He explained 
that he is not passing on its m erits, 
but that the government cannot 
afford now to lose the revenue.

The revenue loss is estimated at 
$214,000,000 the first year, ranging 
up to $814,000,000 when it becomes 
fully effective. The deductions that 
can be charged off of dividends 
increase gradually to a maximum 
at the end of three years. 
Senator Williams will get consid­ 
erable Democratic support on his 
amendment to forestall this tax 
deduction. He will get only scatter­ 
ing support from Democrats, how­ 
ever, on his attem pt to reduce the 
oil depletion allowance, and like­ 
wise from Republicans. Oil knows 
no party lines, as repeated tests in 
both Senate and House have re­ 
vealed. 
For exhibits, Senator Williams 
will have the first figures ever 
gathered by Congress on what the 
depletion write-offs amount to in 
specific cases. They were collected 
for four companies by the House 
Interstate 
Commerce Committee 
during its investigations last year 
of gasoline price increases. For 
Phillips Petroleum the write-offs 
w ere: $28,242,000 in 1950; $31,779, 
OOO in 1951; $33,033,000 in 1952. For 
Standard Oil of California, the fig­ 
ures were $60,939,000; $66,250,000, 
and $64,328,000, 
respectively, 
for 


the same three years, 
Socony- 
Vacuum and two affiliates 
had 
these write-offs: $37,232,000; $45, 
488,000 and $45,184,000. For Humble 
the write-offs for the three years 
were, respectively: $72,510,000; $89, 
123,999, and $88,480,000. 


The reports revealed interesting 
information about how oil compan­ 
ies reduce their tax liability in 
other ways. The public ought to 
know about this and Senator Wil­ 
liams, who is fam iliar with tax 
procedures and practices and their 
meaning could perform a public 
service by letting the average tax­ 
payer in on it.

Warren couny was exceeded only 
by McKean, Elk, and Potter in 
the number of antlered bucks killed 
last fall. 
The 
nimrods 
knocked 
over 1667 in Warren county. And 
little Forest county was ahead of 
the list when it comes to deer per 
acre. It was close to the big kills 
with 1558. 
Warren, McKean, Potter, Forest, 
Elk, and Cameron form an area 
that few in the entire nation will 
top when it comes to deer and bear 
hunting. Elk had the big slaughter 
with 1953 bucks. But it had only 
820 antlerless deer shot in contrast 
to Forest’s 846, and Warren’s 855. 
Potter led with 1320. 
The figures are not new but they 
are interesting to study when you 
see them on a map. It reveals the 
geographical 
hunting 
area. 
Though the Warren, Elk, Potter, 
Forest, etc. area also accounted 
for many bear, with 9 in Warren, 
IO in Forest and 29 in Potter, the 
surprising fact is that you can go to 
the very eastern extreme of the 
state, on the very border of New 
Jersey, to find the big bear score: 
Pike gave up 31 bruins and Monroe 
saw 23 killed.

It said that it is difficult to be 
constantly enthusastic about an 
ideal. 
This we don’t believe! We believe 
that man’s constant effort to fine 
a better life through various forms 
of government is 
aimless anc 
wasteful. The application of Chris­ 
tian principles to most any govern 
ment framework would solve our 
problems. 
Neither socialism nor democracy 
will work in this nation, nor will a 
combination of the two be success­ 
ful if the participants constantly 
are maneuvering to gain a better 
station in life than their neighbors 
and often at the expense of their 
neighbors. 
We bear radio commentators and 
read columnists who claim that 
the reason capitalism is so success­ 
ful is its competitive aspect which 
results in great progress. We sus 
pect that the very opposite is true 
This is capitalism’s weakness. In 
fact, it is socialism’s weakness 
Also fascism’s and nazism’s. Those 
who work for these isms usually 
do so for selfish reasons, anc 
given such forms of government 
you would find the same people 
pulling strings and hustling to be 
a bit farther up the scale than 
their neighbors. 
Until man does his work for the 
benefit of others as much as for 
himself, no system will work. And 
until the United States does like 
wise in its relations with the rest 
of the world it will not be success­ 
ful 
as 
a 
leader. Every nation 
which has led the world has failed 
because its basic tenet always has 
been the preservation of its position 
rather than an effort to give all 
people equal opportunities, either 
as individuals or as nations. 
The H bomb is cheaper and eas­ 
ier to make than the A bomb, 
Leading scientists including Ein­ 
stein have claimed that its size is 
unlmited and that a chain reac­ 
tion can be set off that may de­ 
stroy the world. 
It also has become evident that 
an H bomb, far larger than those 
we already have fired, might set 
up a cloud of poison ash which 
could get out of control in un­ 
predictable winds and actually do 
more damage to the offender than 
to the defender. 
We may have learned something 
about the atom but we still are 
very ignorant about the weather. 
And changing winds are beyond 
our powers even to predict, and 
certainly beyond our control. 
Even the Russians are becoming 
apprehensive. Being non-Christians 
they probably have more fear of 
death than many of us. It is the 
finish for them. To many true 
Christians it is only the beginning. 
And so we come to Easter and 
its promise for the beginning. What 
does a Christian do at a time like 
this? He prays? Yes! He is without 
fear for himself but concerned 
about others? Assuredly! 
But most important, he should be 
doing something positive about it in 
every day living. He should be 
applying the measure left him two

thousand years ago to his working, 
his choice of leaders, his

Warren Borough Takes 
Sewage Plant Steps 


The Warren borough council Mon­ 
day night made two decisions that 
will play a major part in the pro­ 
vision of a sewage plant for this 
community. It resolved to buy two 
lots on which pumping stations can 
be constructed. One of these is in 
the West Side and will be pur­ 
chased from Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
Scalise for $900. The other is on the 
Island and will be bought from the 
Phenix Furniture Co. 
for $500. 
Council also moved to have the 
finance committee investigate pro­ 
cedures for the formation of an 
authority for a sewage plant. Such 
an authority could issue bonds, 
build and operate a plant, and 
charge some type of fee or rental 
until the bonds were paid off. The 
plant then would become the bor­ 
ough’s to operate. 
After listening to a plea from 
the PTA which said a poll of mem­ 
bers had revealed a preference for 
daylight saving hours through va­ 
cation months only, and to the 
Warren Chamber of Commerce 
which claimed that such a sched­ 
ule would result in confusion, coun­ 
cil voted to have daylight saving 
in concert with the rest of the 
nation, from April 24 to Septem­ 
ber 25. 
Councilmen Yagge, Rudiger, and 
Miller suggested that the schools 
should be the ones petitioned by 
the PTA. They could change the 
hours for the last and first school 
months to provide the extra hour 
of darkness for sleeping without 
disturbing the timetable. 
Council accepted the resignation 
of J. G. Smith with regret and 
named Harry A. Logan, Jr. to rep­ 
resent the TTiird Ward. 
It also accepted the resignation 
of Donald C. Smith from the police 
pension fund committee and ap­ 
pointed William F. Crossett. 
George Geracimos resigned from 
the civil service commission and 
Councilman Warren E. Miller was 
named as his replacement. 
Councilman Patchen moved to 
sell the Mack fire truck by bids 
on May IO, because of the inability 
of mechanics to obtain Mack en­ 
gine parts. 
Councilman Carbon 
objected, 
claiming Mack owners say they 
get parts and that the Mack truck 
was moved to the East Side where 
a larger area is covered at the 
suggestion of the underwriters, 
leaving a LaFrance truck for an 
extra in the West Side. This La­ 
France has only two wheel brakes 
and most firemen are not anxious 
to use it for a fast ride to a fire. 
Councilman Painter said that 
even head gaskets and brake lining 
can’t be obtained for the Mack. 
Councilman Rudiger said Mack is 
not a parts maker and that he was 
confident he could get brake lining, 
gaskets, and all other parts from 
the proper supply houses with a 
little checking. 
Councilman Mead asked why we 
are getting rid of a truck when we 
apparently need another. Council­ 
man Painter said we might need 
one very soon. 
Both Councilmen Carbon 
and 
Rudiger moved to have the motion 
tabled for more checking and coun­ 
cil approved the action. 
Council made Henry English a 
fireman and William James Paris 
a patrolman. It established the 
police clerk salary at $160 a month. 
Council learned it had received 
$5,720 in state fire insurance tax 
for the Gordon Club pension fund. 
It voted to hold a civil service 
examination for an additional fire­ 
man. 
Civilian defense was discussed 
and Burgess Rice said schools for 
auxiliary firemen and policemen 
will be held in the fall when the 
civilian defense fiscal year begins, 
and that a study of alarm sirens 
should be made in the meantime. 
These range from $40 for the kind 
used in World War II to some that 
cost as much as $4,000. About a 
dozen were used last time, said 
Chief Evan. They were sold after 
the war. 
Council voted to ask for bids for 
paving and curbing the streets to 
be improved under the current 
bond issue and for storm sewers 
to be installed with this money. It 
also approved the investment of 
this money in short term bonds 
until there is a need for it. 
It was resolved to make an 
agreement wijth the Warren Gener­ 


al hospital for sharing the cost of 
paving Crescent Park. 
An ordinance now will be prepar­ 
ed for the grading and preparing 
plans for the admission of Hill, 
Monroe, and Wood sts. 
The Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce was given the right to use 
the airport April 30 and May I for 
a test of driving skills. Councilman 
Newmaker announced that a pros­ 
pective airport lessee has been 
found who will come to Warren if 
something better he has in mind 


does not materialize. 
Council backed Burgess Rice in 
his decision to allow a tag day 
sale by the Warren Boys Choir on 
April 30 and May I. 
And it passed an ordinance reg­ 
ulating cellarway openings which 
border on sidewalks. The doors 
must be flush with the walks, the 
openings safe, a permit for such 
construction 
must 
be obtained 
through the submission of plans 
and the payment of a $2 fee.
